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Business leaders 
endorse Center's 
opportunity board

Construction of the $182 mil- 
lion, 65,000-seat New World 
Center will go forward with 
Blacks involved in the project 
at all phases of its de- 
velopment. 

According to Columbus City 
Council President Jerry Ham- 
mond, the city's business lead- 
ers have agreed to the outlines 
of a plan which would require 
“heavy minority participation” 
throughout the project. 

Although no specific 
numbers were agreed to, 
Hammond added, there had 
been “some talk” about award- 
ing 30 percent of the pre- 
construction work, including 


architectural and engineering - 


‘services, 10 percent of the con- 
struction, and another 30 per- 
cent of post-construction con- 
cession and other business 


._opportunities within the Cen- 


der to minority firms. 

The agreement would also 
require all contractors working 
on the project to meet mini- 
mum goals for the hiring _ of 
minomues m ihe construckhon 
trades. 

Hammond said he is also 
meeting, on an ongoing basis, 
with representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce to 
create a loan program for 
minority business within the 
city’s banks. 

The business leaders have 
also committed to do “substan- 
tial fundraising” for the Martin 
Luther King Center, Hammond 
said, and will add another 
minority member to the Con- 
vention Facilities Authority, 
the Center's governing board. 

The bill permitting the Frank- 
lin County Commissioners to 
place the .5 percent sales tax 
for the New World Center on 
the ballot, HB 583, contained 
language requiring a set-aside 
for minority businesses, Ham- 
mond said. 

“The set aside language 
builds a base,” Hammond con- 
tinued, “and they're going to 
improve on that.” 

Although the plan had been 


agreed to in substance, Ham-- 


mond said, the discussion was 
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“premature,” and the details of 
the minority participation 
would be developed by the 
Opportunity Advisory Board, 
which was urged by Ham- 
mond’s council colleague Ben 
Espy. 

Espy said that “the primary 
focus of the (Opportunity 
Advisory) Board is to hire peo- 
ple locally for entry-level jobs,” 
although expressed concern 
about the minority business 
opportunities contained in the 
project. . 

Espy was uncertain whether 
his board would have an exec- 
utive director, believing that it 
would be the responsibility of 
the Convention Facilities 
Authority staff to monitor the 
terms of the agreement. He 
also quéstioned whether one 


person would be able to moni- « 


tor employment on the Center, 
noting the difficulties the city's 
program faces in monitoring 
compliance despite a far larger 
staff. s 

Robert Howarth, a Center 
spokesperson, could not con- 
firm that there-had been an 
agreement on minority partici- 
pation, although he called the 
Opportunity Advisory Board a 
“good idea” and said that “a lot 
of thought’s been given” to the 
area of minority participation. 

If issue 1, which would fund 
the center, is passed, the 
Authority will hold its first 
meeting shortly thereafter. 

issue 1 will be on the May 6 
ballot.

Groups of youth in our 
community are being destruc- 
tive. violent and disorderly. 
Records show that many of 
these youngsters have lost 
their lives. while :many have 
suffered serious injuries in 
fights perpetrated by group 
members because of conflict 
of individual values or violation 
of the group norms 

A former member of the 

E.C Assassins" group told 
The CALL & POST. that he 
joined “not for security, but 
because my friends were in it” 

The youngster may: not have 
thought of what he was a part 
ot at the time he joined. But-! 
am sure when he realized he 
was among the bad apples, he 
chickened out.” 

He said, '! think it’s a fad. just 
like breakin’ was.” 

Alsc. these youngsters are 
hooked on graffiti, a variant of 
their destructive nature. which 
is on the-rise since it has been 
glorified by popular urban 
youth movies. such as 
Breakin’. ’ 

These movies suggest that a 
splash of graffiti adds color 
and character to the city 

Columbus City Councilman 
John Maloney is taking a.hard 
look at the city’s graffiti. In 
effect.

Terry Boyd. administrator. 
city of Columbus Youth Servi- 
ces Bureau, said: “Right now. 
we have about six active gangs 
in the area. We don't hear of 
other notorious gangs any- 
more. because they have 
merged into two major groups. 
the Mid-town Boys and the 
Inner City Boys.” 

Boyd said it is hard to distin- 
guish the different gangs 
because of the merger. “Sev 
eral gangs are under the Mid- 
town Boys, and the Inner City 
Boys,” he said. 

Youth gang membership 
may be increasing as the peer 
pressure, unemployment in the 
summer, and broken homes 
increase. Obviously, when a 
‘youngster doesn't have any- 
thing positive or creative to do 
in the-summer, ‘he resorts to 
negative behavior, especially 
when he is going with some 
bad apples. 

The high unemployment rate 


“among Black teenagers is a 


contributory factor to this 
youth gang problem. Unem- 
ployment rate among white 
teenagers dangles at 11 per- 


cent. Black youth unemploy- 
ment is almost 50 percent, 
according to Black Enterprise 
Magazine. 

Speaking of solutions to the 
problem of youth gangs, com- 
munity interaction with the 
youth seems to be feasible. 
Role models must be set in the 
home, and peers who reflect 
positive behaviors ought to be 
the communication conduit 
constantly. 

‘Jobs may not be readily 
available now, but then, there 
are organizations such as the 
Columbus Urban League, the 
Private Industry Council (PIC) 
and the. city of Columbus 
Youth Services Bureau offer- 
ing job programs. Youngsters

As for waiting in line for plates, people 
will atways have to stand in‘line for other 
purposes such as banks, grocery stores, 
shopping centers, etc. If the public 


would avail themselves with the facilities 


provided, and if the public would not 
wait until the last days, they probably 
would not have to stand in line that long. 

Our present system is by far the most 
desirable, as titles and plates can-be got- 


_ten the same day; whereas, if plates are 


to be mailed from Columbus, it may take 
more than a few days or weeks to receive 
them. Furthermore, there is a lot more 
than mailing plates involved. Titles and 
applications, plus money orders (if per- 
sonal checks are mailed, it takes a few 
days for the checks to clear) and deputy 
fees, plus the cost of handling and pos- 
tage have to be considered. How will the 
public know what it will cost for the han- 
dling, mailing cost, and other factors 
that have to be answered. 

Some questions on the applications 
sometimes are not answered, causing 
delays.

The 
Reverend Richard Wolff, 
commission chairperson and 
retired United Church of Christ 
minister, said members called 
on the President to “rise above 
the human tendencies to frus- 
tration and revenge that lead to 
retribution.”

Cleo Hale recalls triumphant 


battle with breast

“You can talk the talk butcan 
you walk the walk” That ques- 
tion was posed to Cleo Hale 
nine years ago when she was 
facing a major crisis in her |ife. 
| Hale, first lady of Union 
Grove Baptist Church and wife 
of Rev. Phale D. Hale refers to 
that question often as she 


retells her triumphant battle 


with breast cancer. koe 
Because of her successful 
battie, Hale has been active in 
educating women about the 
importance of monthly self 
breast examinations. Hale 


feels that if she had practiced« 


what she is now preaching she 
would have discovered the 
lump.in her breast that lead to 
her having to have a modified 
mastectomy, the surgical rem- 
oval of one of the breasts. 

Sunday, April 27, at 4:30 p.m. 
at Bethany Baptist Church, 959 
Bulen Ave., the Advisory Board 
of the Service and information 
Service of the American 
Cancer Society will present a 
Gospelizing for Cancer Pro- 
gram. Hale, on the Board of 
Trustees of the Service and 
Information Service, is the 
program chairman. 

Hale said in the 1970's, act-

physicals for several years. 
The clinic was unable to sche- 
dule them until January, 28, 
1977, a.date she clearly 
remembers. 

At the last minute Rev. Hale, 
who then was serving in the 
House of Representatives, was 
busy with legislation and 
couldn't go. Coupled with bad 


weather, Mrs. Hale decided to 


cancel the appointment. 

“! went to the phone three 
times to cancel,” she said, but 
she just couldn't pick-up the 
receiver. 

“| know it was the hand of 
God who kept me from cancel- 
ling that appointment.” 

During the course of the 
examination, the doctor disco- 
vered a lump-in her breast the 
size of an egg. Before she even 
had time to call her husband, 
the doctors recommended an 
immediate biopsy. 

“It was such a shock it all 
happened so quickly. | was 
praying that it would not be 
malignant.” 

The biopsy came back posi- 
tive. The lump in her breast was 
maglignant and the doctors 
suggested immediate surgery. 

Upset, and confused about 
the decision she had to make, 
she refused a ride back to her 
hotel because “! just wanted to 
walk and feel the snow under 
my face‘and on my face to talk 
to God about what | should 
do.” - 

“Words came out of the sky, 
Cleo you have talked the talk, 
but can you walk the walk.” 

Meanwhile “before her hus- 


band could pack and ‘head for © 


Cleveland, Interstate 71 and 
the airport were closed due to 
inclement weather. 

“Isolated from the world with 
the worst news I've ever 
received in my life and-no one 
could get to me. | just started 
crying. | cried for about 30 
minutes.” 

Hale said, “| felt a presence 
and a hand on my shoulder. | 
will give you the serenity to 
accept the things that which 
you cannot change, God said.” 

From that time Hale said she 
did not cry, because “I knew 
God was with me.” 

Hale had the surgery, was 
hospitalized for 10 days and 
five weeks later she was back 
to work. She did not have to 
undergochemotherapy or

radiation treatments. As a pre- 
caution, she must undergo a 
mammogram once a year, and 
so far “everything has come 
out negative.” 

“The key is early detection. 
This may not have happened if 
{| had discovered the lump 
myself by practicing self breast 
examination.” 

Hale said she was working 
full-time, had church and 
community responsibilities 
and never took the time fo 
watch her health as carefully as 
she should have. 

Hale said she can’t emphas- 
ize enough the importance of 
self breast examination. “If a — 
woman finds something or 
suspects something, do go to 
the doctor. Go the same day.” 

“A mastectomy does not , 
mean that life ends. Forwomen 
that’s a very traumatic expe- 
rience, but there are many 
more illnesses worse than 
cancer.” 


“The word cancer is a very 
frightening word and it 
shouldn't be. That's why ! talk 
about it to save somebody's 
life.” 

Over the nine year’span 
since the mastectomy, Hale 
said she has come to realize 
that it is God’s will what hap- 
pened to her. ; 

“When: something like this 
hits us, we find out how strong 
we are and howstrong our faith 
in God is. We have to have 
enough spiritual strength to 
accept God's will. We have to 
adjust to God’s will for our 
lives. That is what | had to do,” 
Hale said. 

Hale, who is a volunteer for 
the American Cancer Society 
Reagh for Recovery Program, 
said she is fortunate to have a 
supportive husband. 

“My husband was just super 
as far as being supportive. |! 
don't see that it has made any 
differences whatsoever as far 
as our relationship. Not so for 
some couples. A mastectomy 
does not affect a love relation- 
ship,” she added. 

The American Cancer 
Society estimates that in 1986 
112,000 women and men will 
develop breast cancer. Qne out 
of 11 women will develop 
breast cancer in their lifetime. 

40,200 deaths are expected 
to occur nationwide in 1986 as 
a result of breast cancer, 
39,900 females and 300 men. 

Ronetta Clark, Director of 
the Service and Information 
Center emphasized that “early 
detection through self breast 
examination is the key.” 

“Most breast lumps are not 
cancerous but only a doctor 
can make the diagnosis,” Clark 

added.

Like all coaches, Williams 
wants to take OSU to the con- 
ference championship and to 
the NCAA's final four. 

OSU has a good basketball! 
tradition. | want to maintain 
that tradition?” said Williams. 
“We have to set our sights high. 
OSU has the potential to be 
one 9f the best teams in the Big 
Ten and on the national level.” 

When the;1986-87 season 
ro!'s around Williams may still 
have one scholarship left. In 
addition to the 13 remaining 
players on the roster, Williams 
will be joined by Randy Doss, a 
6-5 swingman from Chicago. 

“Doss is a good ball-handier. 
He's real rounded. Doss should 
fit into the program pretty 
well,” said Williams. “I'm notin 
any hurry to give up the 
remaining scholarship. It will 
go to a player who will have 
some .mpact on the program. 

‘ve got a !ot of options. It can 
go to a freshman or to a 
transfer. |'m not going to give it 
away.” = 

Just as Wiiliams isn’t going 
to be passive with his remain- 
ing scholarship, his leadership 
and style of play will be hard 
nosed. 

“| like to play up-tempo, use 
a full court press and the fast 
break. | like aggressive play. | 
think the style of play | bring in 
will be something the fans will 
enjoy,” said Williams. 

Aside from his coaching 
responsibilities, Williams feels 
he has to get the players to take 


pride in themselves and the 
team. 

“| also have to stress that 
academics are as important as 
the play-on the basketbali 
court. They have to understand 
that what they do academically 
will be more important 30 years 
down the line than what they 
did on the court.” 

The 1986-87 season will bea 
turning point for many basket- 
ball programs across the coun- 
try. The NCAA has established 
new academic standards and a 
three-point play. 

“Proposition 48 will have a 
major impact onthe season. Of 
the 100 top freshmen players, 
55 to 60 may not be allowed to 
play because of the new stand- 
ards. | don't like the use of 
board scores. There should be 
a flexible scale. If you have had 
a hard core curriculum and 
good grades in high school 
that should be enough. | think 
it will change after the first sea- 
son,” he said. 

On the three point play, Wil- 
liams said “College basketball 
was a great game before the 
new rule. Why tamper_with 
that. Why put in a rule when it's 
not needed. | think the reason- 
ing behind it was to cut down 
on some of the physical play 
under the basket and to spread 
the offense out. A team can live 
or die with the play.” 

Williams is married: with one 
teenaged daughter. When heis 
not concentrating on basket- 
ball, he runs, listens to music, 
plays tennis and a “bad” game 
of golf.

WASHINGTON, DC — The nationwide con- 
cern over the single-family home, working 
mothers and teen-age parents is not confin- 
ed to the black community. Some of the coun- 
try's top agencies, the Bureau of National Af- 
fairs, the Department of Labor, the AFL-CiIO 
labor union and the National Association of 
Manufacturers arranged to co-sponsor a 
Washington Conference on Work and Family 
during April. Alex Herman, chairperson of the 
National Commission for Working Women, 
ond Dr. Lenora Cole’ Alexander, assistant 
secretary of labor, are among key officials 
“making recommendations on improving all 
family conditions with the help of major 
private and government organizations. For in- 
formation, contact the Work and Family Con- 
ference, BNA, 2550 M St., NW, Suite 699, 
Washington, DC 20037. 


This year began with the unemployment 
rate for black men and women dropping to 14 
and 12 percent respectively, while the jobless 
rate for black youth increased to approximate- 
ly 42 percent. The white unemployment figure 
for men decreased to 5.9% and rated 6.1% 
for women with only 18.4: percent of 
employable white teenagers out of work and 
10% of Hispanics unemployed (the lowest rate 
of all groups). The job figures complete the 
PICTURE of black family conditions, according 
to U.S. Department of Labor statistics. 


Washington columnist Dorothy Gilliam who 
has earned a reputation for “telling it like it 
is,” speaking out more as she told a Labor 
Department forum “Black Americans ore stan- 
ding at a crossroad, facing dangers more ex- 
treme than any of us have ever witnessed in 
the past.” Blocks must “rediscover” what is 
special about themselves as a people and 
forge that identity (by) building stronger in- 
stitutions, she emphasized. We say “amen” to 
this statement with the growing re-awareness 


of the need for a strong Black Press and 
other community mediums of commuhications. 


Art Teele, dynamic president of the National 
Business League, is reviving the 100 year old 
philosophy of Booker. 7. Washington, founder 
of Tuskegre Institute and the NBL, (in 1900) by 
developing a coalition between historically 
black colleges and pioneer black businesses, 
including the National Newspaper Publishers 
Association of some 200 black-owned publica- 
tions...But we wonder why all the resources 
of the organized Black Church are not being 
used more in the campaign to strengthen the 
family. A summit conference of business 
leaders is being planned for next October, 
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here, by supporters of the growing nationwide 
"Buy Freedom” campaign, organized by televi- 
sion personality and former Howard Schoot of 
Communications Dean Tony Brown, chairman 
of the new Council for Economic Development. 

Specking of coalitions, Rev. Jesse Jackson, 
1984 presidential candidate, offered to outline 
plans for the Rainbow organization he found- 
ed when the minister-politician was invited to 
address presidents of the 114 historically black 
colleges at the annual conference of the Na- 
tional Association for Equal Opportunity in 
Higher Education (NAFEO) this spring. Jackson 
recently joined the board of the Jobs With 
Peoce Campaign, among the many other 
multi-racial organizations he is leading. JPC 
officials announced that out the $5,767 in 
federal taxes paid by the average U.S. 
household, $3,103 goes for military spending 
and only $115 is targeted for housing, $126 
goes for education and $138 is spent for food 
and nutrition, according to the government's 
priorities. 

During the national memorial period for civil 
rights martyr, Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
founder of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference of some 800 black churches, his 
successor, Rev. Joseph Lowery, announced the 
results of a victorious SCLC boycott against 
South African apartheid. The Winn-Dixie 
supermarkets agreed to remove all imported 
products from South African from their 1,262 
stores throughout Florida and the “old south.“ 
Lowery credited the black clergy, the National 
Council of Negro Women, the National 
Organization of Women, the NAACP and the 
AFL-CIO union for their aid in the successful 
drive. 

Ata U.S. reception, African National Con- 
gress representative Dumi Matabane, an- 
nounced that the black liberation organization 
leading the struggle for Freedom in the white 


_ controlled nation, is looking forward to 


celebrating its 75 year anniversary with full 
citizenship rights for all Africans in the coun- 
try in 1987. The ANC and the United 
Democratic Front, a multi-racial coalition of 
700 organization in the land of apartheid, mov- 
ed closer together in unity this year, when the 
UDE named jailed ANC leader, Nelson 
Mandela, its honorary president, and adopted 
the official charter of the block 
liberators...And, led by Amnesty Interna- 
tional, the peace seeking international 
organization, 50 members of the U.S. Congress 
sent facsimiles of African “possbooks” with 
their individual congressional photos to the 
embassy of South Africa.

since the beginning of the civil rights 
movement. 

In fact, the soft-spoken rebels and some 200 
supporting organizations took out full page 
advertisement urging passage of the propos- 7 
ed Civil Rights Restoration Act (which was 
defeated in the last congressional session) but 
the sponsors did not exercise equal oppor- 
tunitv by delivering their message in the Black 
Press which leads in demanding passage of 
the legislation...Block media and other 
“minority’ communications organizations 
were also overlooked by some sponsors of the 
well publicized Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr.

saucepan containing a few inches of simmer- 
ing water. Do not allow water to touch the bot- 
tom of the bowl. Stir with o wire whisk until 
mixture is creamy and no longer cold to the 
*ouch. The mixture must not begin to actually 
feel warm. 
Remove the bowl from saucepan and beat on 
high speed until it is very thick and glossy, 
about 5 minutes. Note: The meringue will 
stand in almost stiff peaks. Cream fhe butter 
and add to meringue by the tablespoon, con- 
tinuing to beat.at medium-high speed. 
When frosting is ready, it will be stiff but of 
spreading consistency. Beat in vanilla. 
If frosting begins to separate, continue to beat 
and it will thicken into a smooth buttercream. 
Note: if butter is too cold and forms lumps, 
allow the mixture to sit at room temperature 
until it softens, and then beat until smooth. 
TO ASSEMBLE CAKE 

Using a sharp serrated knife cut each cake 
layer horizontally into thirds, forming 3 thin 
layers from eoch cake. To assemble each tier; 
place bottom layer of large cake layer on a 
10” cardboard round support; spread with 
chocolate and cranberry fillings, ending with 
top cake layer. Chill in freezer while prepar- 
ing remaining 2 tiers. 
Repeat with remaining two layers in same 
[fashion using a 7” cardboard round support for 
the middle layer and a 6” support for the top 
layer. Chill in freezer. 
“ NOTE: Cake may be prepared up to this point; 
wrapped securely in freezer paper or 
aluminum foil and frozen. 

TO FROST AND DECORATE 
Use 1 recipe of Meringue Buttercream to total- 
y frost the sides and tops of each cake layer 
with a thin coating to seal in crumbs. Chill in 
freezer until ready to finish cake with final 
icing. 
To finish cake; frost each tier with second 
recipe of Meringue Buttercream, smoothing 
sides and tops with a metal spatula. 
Assemble tiers on wedding cake plate with 
tier on bottom; 7-inch tier in the.middle and 
the 6-inch tier atop of the bride and groom to 
save for their first anniversary. Using a pastry 
bag, fitted with a small shell tube or small stor 
shape, pipe extra frosting between layers, to 
‘ill openings. Chill in freezer until ready to 
serve. If desired, top the cake with heart- 
shaped cookies bearing the names of the bride 
ind groom.

An air of expectancy floated in the at- 
mosphere inside the Nossau Coliseum in 
Uniondale, N.Y. Tiffany Chin, the 1985 U.S. 
Ladies Senior Champion, had just finished an 
error-free program 

Due up next was the dazzling Debi Thomas 
who waited anxiously in the wings for her ap- 
pointment with destiny. 

Millions of television viewers sat in front of 
their sets on that Saturday afternoon while 
another 7,000 waited breathlessly inside the 
Coliseum for the woman who would soon 
become the first black to ever win a national! 
seniors tigure skating championship. 

And then she appeared 

Bedeckled in a chic black costume, trimmed 
in blue-gray and lavendar with splatterings of 
glowing rhinestones, an attractive 56" 
116-pound Debi Thomas mounted the ice and 
flashed her famous ear-to-ear smile reveal- 
ing her teeth, replete with braces 

The crowd sucked in its breath, the arena 
lights dimmed, up came the music, and off 
flew Thomas skating her way into amateur 
sports history 

Twelve spectacular leaps later, including 
tive triple Salchows, the most difficult jump at- 
tempted by female skaters today, she com- 
pleted a near flawless free-skating program 
to rounds of thunderous gpplause. 
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In a matter of minutes, this bright and pois- 
ed young star had clinched the gold medal, the 
championship and a slice of U.S. figure skating 
history. 

But Thomas was not the first black to ever 
mount the ice and win acclaim. Exactly two 
decades earlier in 1966, Atoy Wilson became 
the first black to win a novice men’s title. He 
would later become the first black, to qualify 
for the senior competition level. 

Four years later, in 1970, Richard Ewell won 
the national junior men’s championship. He 
teamed up with black female skater Michelle 
McCladdie to win the junior pairs competition 
in 1972. 

Reggie Stanley followed next, winning the 
novice men’s title in 1975 and Jean Campbell 
captured the novice ladies competition in 1980. 

Surprisingly, Thomas almost missed the 
championships in Uniondale, N.Y. 

The demands of a full academic schedule, 
as.a freshman pre-med student at Stané8td 
University in California, coupled with the 
rigors of hours of practicing on the ice, had 
taken their toll. She had taken a two month 
hiatus from skating and was in a state of 
depression 

it was her coach of eight years, Alex 
McGowan, and her mother, Janice Thomas, 
who stepped in to convince her that she should 


enter the competition. 

To get in shape:she went on a 500-calorie- 
per day diet, consuming mostly soups, in order 
to trim off the 15-odd pounds she had gained 
during those eight weeks off the ice. She 
would also have to resume a six hour-a-day, 
six-days-a-week practice schedule. 

The application which she had ripped up 
days earlier was mended and pressed and 
rushed off to the U.S. Figure Skating Associo- 
tion in Colorado Springs. 

Thomas would later go on to beat Chin and 
another skater, 18-year-old Caryn Kadavy, 
whose feats on the ice are already being com- 
pared to the elegant, legendary skating diva, 
Peggy Flemming. ; 

Her rise to the top of the U.S. skating world 
is no fluke. It has been o carefully orchestrated 
climb from the novice, junior and senior ranks, 
a climb which began at the age of 5. 

Thomas ‘has proven her staying power too. 
Beginning in 1983 with the Criterium Du Sucre 
International Skating Competition. She has 
clinched five first-place berths in international 
meets, more than any U.S. female skater in 
recent memory. 

Last year she became the first black ever 
to win a spot on the World Figure Skating 
Team, an event in which she finished fifth in 
her first appearance. : 

In December, the U.S. Olympic Committee 
honored Thomas by awarding her its “Athlete 
of the Year in the Sport of Figure Skating” 
award. The Woren’s Sports Foundaton 
bestowed upon her its “Most Promising 
Athlete Award in Artistic Sports” honor in 
1985. 

At 18, the San Jose, California resident (she 
was born in Poughkeepsie, N.Y. on March 25, 
1967) lives a crazy almost hectic life bouncing 
trom school and dorm life.to her practice ses- 
sion with Coach McGowan at the Redwood Ci- 
ty Ice Lodge. 

Add to her accomplishments yet another 
first, becoming the first American female 
skating champion in 30 years to attend college 
while competing at the national and interna- 
tional levels, and you get a sense of the 
pressure under which she labors with little 
signs of fatigue 

When she’s done’ skating as an amateur and 
tired of the professional skating circuit she will 
enter medical school and eventually become 
an orthopedic surgeon. 

Does she seem driven by an insatiable will 
to succeed in two worlds? Yes! It is a deter-

mination and a self-will familiar to her mother, 
Janice Thomas, a twice-divorced. computer 
programmer/analyst who is her staunchest 
supporter and her role model. 

“Debi has said sometimes that skating is 
flaky...flaky in that as a sport you could have 
an accident and its over. Its a judgement sport 
too. 

“You can't be a black female and not have 


something to fall back on, that's why we- 


always broke our backs to see that she got a 
good education. Its a judgement sport, 
whether you're black or not,” Mrs. Thomas 
explains. 

She has always insisted that both her 
children get good educations. That advice has 
apparently paid off. A son Richard is a 
graduate student at UCLA working on a 
Masters‘ Deg?te in Education with a specialty 
in mathematics and science education. 

In the meantime, Debi was accepted by two 
lvy League schools (Harvard and Princeton) 
and the University of California at Berkeley. 

She chose Stanford; her mother says, 
because “she wanted to stay close to her 
coach.” 

Life on the figure skating circuit can get 


lonesome sometimes, especially if you're the 
lone black at your particular level. But Debi’s 


‘mom says she’s learned to adjust over the 
years. 


“You never get totally isolated from blacks. 
There are black schoolmates and other blacks 
in skating. Debi treats everybody the same. 
She knows what ! have lived through. 

“| haven't said thjs in a long time but | used 
to say to Debi ‘you have to fix so and so in your 
program” and she’d say ‘but so and so doen't 
do it that way.’ And I'd say ‘yes but so and so 
has blonde hair and blue eyes and you don’t’, 
Debi would say ‘that's not fair’ but she'd fix

it and that is why she has done so well...she's 
worked hard to be the best. 

“She's always known that just because 
you're black doesn't mean anything is given 
to you . . . you have to work for it and if you 
screw up its going to be taken from you.” 

She's landed an anonymous corporate spon- 
sor who is said to be preparing to donate 
$25,000 in her name to the U.S. Figure Skating 
Memorial Fund to be used to off-set some of 
her expenses. 

Debi Thomas thrives on hard work and its 
doubttul that anybody will be taking anything 
away from her anytime soon.
